DANGEROUS PLACE FOR TEAMS. 


Streets Left in Deplorable Condition by the 
IIlinois Central. 
Teamsters, cab drivers, and policemen ata- 
tioned at the intersections of the cross roads in 
the vicinity of the World’s Fair grounds and 
she Illinois Central railruad join with the pub- 


lic in complaining of that company for tne 
condition in which they left the after 
wnaking the excavations necessary for ele- 


vation of its tracks. Over two months ago 
the tracks were elevated in that vicinity, and 
since that time the roads in many places are 
practically impassable. At Sixty-third street 
where the track crosses is an example of this 
fact. Here the road is excavated to 
a depth of eight feet. The earth at this point 
is of clay. Un either side of the tracks the 
drop from the roadbed is sharp and iu conse- 
quence there isa hole eighty feet in length 
and extending the whole width of the road. 
This street is used to haul exhibits to the 
Sixty-fourth street entrance of the Fair, and 
here the teamsters and cabbies and policemen 
have to work. Immediately to the east of the 
tracks 18 a hole so deep that a manhole in 
‘the cenfer of it stands above the mud to a 
height of a foot and a half. It is a danger us 
place ana it takes a stout-hearted driver to 
tackle it with any kind of a load. 
_ “Itis ashame,” exclaimed one of the in- 
dignant cab drivers yesterday afternoon. 
* Why, the road has been this way for more 
than two months. There isfi’t an hour in the 
day but what you can see four or five teams 
stuck here, and often you see three teams 
pulling outa load.

Chef Justice Judd of the Supreme 
Court said yesterday: “The urcertainty is | 
worse than any fate that might befall the 1s)- 
ands. President Cleveland is doing us a gre@. 
injustice, and many of us are liable to gaff 
before it is over,’’: | 

The opinion of the Chief Justice is general- 
ly held. Several businéss-men have been 
heard to say that Honolulu’s financial circles 
were never in such a bad way during the last 
sixteen years. Not even when the Inose 
policy of King Kalakaua and the overreach- 
ing policy of Queen Liliuokalani were in ex- 
istence to bear the market, A few days ayo 
there was a run on one of _ the largest 
houses in the city. But other 
concerns came to its assistance and the 
trouble was tided over for atime This 
impending financial crash has been reported 
to Commissioner Biount and he has been 
urged to hasten matters and let the provision- 
al government know as soon as possible which 
way the die will be cast so they can trim their 
sails to the next breeze that comes along. The 
finances of the government are, in spite of 
Minister Porter’s caution, getting into worse 
shape every day.

Hisses, relle, and threats of 
personal violence frequently interrupted the 
proceedings. Epithets were freely bandied. 

It wasa bitter fight between discontented 
followers of President Cogswell on the one 
hand and those who were in favor of continu- 
ing at work on the other. Cogswell’s clique 
triumphed. 

Not only are the carpenters divided amoag 

themselves but the bitter fight made on A. P. 
Russell precludes all chance of codperation 
from the Building Trades Council. World’s 
Fair officials say they can easily secure all the 

non union ters they need, as the car- 
penters’ work is nearly all done, so it is not 
probable that the walkout, if it takes place 
this morning. will have any effect whatever 
on the work at Jackson Park. Besides it is 
extremely doubtful if many of the union dar- 
penters wili obey the order to quit work, since 
they are well paid and well treated. 

The resolution against working with non- 
union men, given below, is practically aimed 
at the Fair. It is couched in general terms to 
divert attention from this fact. It is worthy 
of note, notwithstanding the fact the car- 
penters have been paid the wages they demand- 
ed and have been well treated by the Fair of-

Carpenters’ Violation of Their Agreement 
Will Not Delay the Opeuing. 

Director-General Davis was mach surprised 
last night when informed of the carpenters’ 
action. He said he shad received no com- 
munication or an intimation of the adoption of 
the resolution, Neither had any other member 
of the Council of Administration been notified. 
President Higinbotham is now in Atlantic 
City, where he went last Thursday, not 20 re- 
turn until next Saturday. He left, satisfied 
that there would be no more trouble with the 
carpenters after they had entered into the 
agreement two weeks ago to continue work 
until it was finished, 

“If they go out as proposed, said Gen. 
Davis, such action will cause us trouble of 
course and delay the building work to a cer- 
tain degree. It will injure the exhibiters and 
private parties more than it will the Fair 
officials, for they now have many more tradés- 
men employed than the officials of the 
Exposition. It seems that all the elements of 
late have been against us, but the walk-out, if 
it occurs, will not discourage us.

WAITING FOR THE NEW TARIFF. 

The Pennsylvania Steel company, an im- 
mense conceln with extensive plants in Penn - 
sylvania and Maryland, and having over 7,000 
men in its employ, has Been placed in the 
hands of receivers. The company has been 
doing a business of eight millions a year at its 
Pennsylvania ks and has not been man- 
aged badly, but it borrowed heavily for the 


‘ purpose of completing its plant at Sparrows 


Point in Maryland and of making improve- 
ments in its old works. It having been found 
that these loans could not bé renewed it was 
deemed best to put everything in the hands of 
recoivers. 

The inability on the part of a corporation 
with so valuable a plant and doing so large a 
business to renew its maturing obligations 
when there would be no question under 
ordinary conditions of its ability to meet all 
demands in the near future is attributed to 
“the unfortunate state of the money market.“ 
It would be nearer the truth to attribute it to 
the doubt of capital as to the status of the 
great steel industries under the new reform 
tariff bill vhioh % to be passed some time this 
winter. 

The Democrats claim that even if the duties 


on steel were to be repealed entirely the Ameri- 


can manufacturers could withstand European 
competition and would nut be forced to close 
their works. ‘They say also that that competi- 
tion could be met without reducing the wages 
of employés. It is claimed on the other hand 
that to meet foreign competition it would be 
necessary to reduce about a half the wages of 
employés and that months of bitter warfare 
would ensue before the men, driven by urgent 
need, would accept the lower wage scale. 
Darmg that period of strife the works would 


doe unproductive. 


Therefore capital is waiting to see what the 
upshot will be. Capitalists do not like to 
lock up their funds in a losing business or in 
one which will be tied up by a gigantic labor 
fight. They prefer to hang on to their money. 
If they knew that the tariff were to remain 
unchanged they would not hesitate to make 


loans. But they know that it is to be modi- 


fied and they cangot tell how much. If they 


they have no idea, so secretive is President 
Cleveland. 

As the capitalists are showing their conserv- 
atism fegarding the steel business, so will 
they show it concerning all other enterprises 
which may be affected by the tariff. In leas 
than five months they expect to learn some- 
thing about the intentions of Congress and 
the President. Between new and then they 
will take no risks. . 


WHY LABOR ORGANIZATIONS FAIL. 
The manifesto issued by the chiefs of labor 
organizations, who are , Proposing a plan for

REDEMPTION WITH SILVER DOLLARS, 

The Atlanta, Ga., Constitution is tired of 
waiting for the drop to a two-thirds currency 
basis which the would-be repudiators have 
hoped would result from monthly pur- 
chases of silver by the government. It de- 
mands that the Treasury notes shall be re- 
deemed only with silver dollars. It says: 
„Every dollar of gold that has been paid out 


of business principles, in defiance of the in- 
terpretation of the law, and in furtherance of 
the conspiracy among a clique | of Wall street 
bankers to force a new issue of bonds. It is 
confident that Secretary Carlisle will feel it 
incumbent on himself to redeem the 5 
notes in silver, and coin a sufficient number 
of silver dollars to effect the redemption. 

At the beginning of this month the Treas- 
ury contained about 36,000,000 silver dollars 
over and above the aggregate of silver certifi- 
cates in circulation. So the requirement of 
the law that as much silver shall be coined 
„is may be necessary to provide for the re- 
demption of the Treasury notes” has been 
sufficiently complied with so long as it is the 
policy of the government to maintain the par- 
ity of the two metals and nobody wants the 
silver dollars in exchwnge for Treasury notes. 
The law of July 14, 1890; permits the redemp- 
tion of these hotet in silver, but on the ex- 
pres s condition that the parity be maintained, 
and it thus becomes the duty of the adminis- 
tration to abstain from redeeming them with 
silver doliars when such redemption 
would interferé with a preservation of 
the parity. The law does not contain 
“a mandatory provision which allows 
the Sebretary (of the Treasury) no discretion, 
and which unmistakably shows that the inten- 
tion of the act was that the notes should be re- 
deemed i in silver coin.”” On the contrary, no 
fair-minded man gan read the law without 
being convinced the intention was that the 
nutes ¢hould not be redeemed in silver coin 
when that mode of redemption would disturb 
the pafity, to say nothing of destroying it.

TREATMENT OF THE INSANE. 

1 Paddock has introduced a 
bill, which is now before the House, to revise 
the law in relation to the commitment and de- 
to ton of insane persons in Illinois, and to 
vrovide for the appointment and removal of 
conservators. The bill is understood to have 
been drawn up in accordance with the views 
and suggestions of Dr. Richard Dewey, late 
Superintendent of the Mlinois Eastern 
pital for the Insane, and was commended by 
him in a lecture recently read before the Chi- 
cago Medico-Legal Society. Hence it may be 
presumed to have been carefully drawn, with 
due reference to the rights of those who are 
insane or thought to be such, as well as to the 
rights of the community; and an examina- 


ö tion shows this to be the fact. 


The vill deflnes as insane any person who 
by reason of unsoundness of mind is incapa- 
ble of managing and caring for his own es- 
tate, or\is dangerous to himself or others if 
permitted to go at large, but it excepts idiocy 
from birth and epilepsy unless confinement be 
necessary to prevent injury tthe person so 


| afflicted or others. It allows the detention of 


an alleged luuatio for not exceeding ten days 


| pending a judicial investigation, which must 


not be made unless recommended by a repu- 
table physician. It provides for the suitable 
care of property, and that all insane persons 


shall be maintained and treated at the ex- 
pense of the State, but that the cost of cloth- 
ing, transportation, and other expenses shall 
be borne by the patient or the county. 
Those who pay themselves or by friends are to 
be designated as private patients. Some 
relative of the person alleged to be insane is 
to be preferred to make the arrest and de- 
livery to the institution, and no female person 
shall thus be. taken by any person not her 
father, husband, brother, or son, without the 
attendance of some other female of reputable 
character and mature age. Authority to dis- 


cherge patients is vested in the trustees, but 


may be delegated to the Superintendent. Con- 
spiracy to commit any person unlawtully or 
improperly is made punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, and where the person is found 
not to be insane the court may require the 
costs to be paid by the one who filed the state- 
ment calling for the examination. Provision is 
made against imptoper interference with per- 
sons in custedy on a criminal charge, and for 
the appointment of ausiliary visitors, who 
are to serve without compensation. 

An important provision of the bill is that. 
inquests in lunaey shall be held in the County 
Court by jury or commission, at the discretion 
of the court, but always by jury when a jury

MANSON'S MARVELOUS CHECKER BOARD. 


It Contains 28,070 Separate Pieces of Wood 
Whittled by Hand and Glued Together. 
Charles Manson, No. 42 Wendell street, has 

just finished a checker board table which 

claims celebrity for being made out of 28,070 

separate pieces of wood, not including seyeral 

hundred pieces of which the legs are made. 

The table is three feet high and the top is 

twenty inches square. In its construction 

nearly every kind of wood was used, from 
cedar of Lebanon to Georgia pine. Each 
piece was whittled out by hand and some of 
them are almost as thin as paper. 

On the top are beautiful mosaics 

of mahogany, wainut, oak, hickory, and 

maple. Around the edges are delicately- 
wrought mosaics in double rows of white- 
wood and mahogany. The legs are of cork- 


put. The crosspieces, acting as braces for the 
legs, are inlaid with woods colored by hand 
in red, blue, yellow, and purple. The center- 
iece of the braces bears the legend, Chicago, 
893,”’ t s of pieces in the table 
have been whittled out and glued together by 
Manson during his evenings for the last t 
ears. He is a Swede, and has practiced 
and-carving since his boyhood in Sweden, 
where sloyd, or handicraft, is generally taught. 
Manson will exhibit the table at the World's 
Fair. He says he w not take $1,000 for
